Mrs. sprager said that sho would have ban Sprager telephone the 
Washington Field Office on August 26, 1904, to cake arrangements 
for interview. 

On August 23, 1904, 3 an Sprager called at the r/aeair. 'ton 
ixold G.xice and v;as interviewed by Special Agent Thonwtun. 

'Jr. sprager said that while staying at the Ketropole ihfcl tn 
Moscow as a guest of a Moscow building company, iui was stricken 
with the flu.

Sprager was attended by a 
Russian nemalu physician and he had no contact v/ith Dr. Donald C. 
Martin, the American physician assigned to the embassy in '• 
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ilr» Spragor saiu that ha was not in the psychiatric ward 
or in the somatic department; that ho bo 1 loves he was dis- 
charged i’rom the hospital about October 3, 195b. lie said that 
lie did not meet Loo Earvoy Oswald and hr.d nuver heard oi’ 

Mr. Os', /aid until the time of tho assassination. 

During Mr. Sprager’s stay in the Botkiukaya Hospital, ho 
mot two English speaking persons. ?,Ir. Sprager said that 
Mr. V.'alacr Doris Kar-patnitsky was a used machinery dealor from 
Brooklyn, Hew York, and that Mr. Kar-patnitsky is the only 
American ho net in tho hospital. Ho said tho other English 
speaking porsoa he not in the hospital was a Polish citizen, a 
journalist, who had come to Moscow and was working for the 
National Broadcasting Company. Mr. Sprager said he did not re- 
call the name of this English speaking polish National. 

Mr. Sprager does not know Mr. William Edgerton Morehouse, Jr. 

Mr. Sprager is a retired engineer. He resides with his wife 
at 506 Palisades Beach Hoad, Santa Monica, California. 
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
